It Is Causing Immense Destruc- 


tion of Property, 


CHIPPKWA FALLS, Wis., Dec. 9.—Yes- 


terday was a day of excitement and 
anxiety, and inhabitants of this little vil- 
lage are in a state bordering on panic. The 
worst of the situation is the knowledge of 
the impending danger, aad that they are 
utterly helpless to stay or avert it 
Those 


whose houses have been flooded have re- 
moved their household goods and belong- 
ings to higher ground, and are huddled 
together In the schoolhouse and other va- 
cant buildings out of the path of the tor- 
rent that is sweeping down several of the 
main streets. 
All hope of breaking the gorge, and 


thus allowing the pent up waters to grad- 
ually subside, is now abandoned. Efforts 
yesterday were directed towards removing 
household goods and merchandise out of 
the reach of the flood. All teams in the 
city have been engaged in this work. 
Every resident and business firm on River 
street has moved out The Chippewa 
Lumber and Boom company's mill and 
yards are under water, and all hope has 
been given up of saving the entire busi- 
ness portion of the place from being sub- 
merged. 
It was reported yesterday that another 


gorge was forming thirty miles above 
here, and this greatly added to the alarm, 
as in case 16 should break nothing could 
save toe city from being swept away. 


Reports of a very serious nature came 


from down the river. The country every- 
where U flooded. The gorge continues to 
grow in extent It is now over five miles 
long, and in many places thirty to fifty 
feet high. It completely dams the river, 
and this is what is causing the rapid rise. 
The heavy rains of last week were fol- 
lowed by a sudden freeze, which quickly 
massed the floating ice in the Chippewa, 
and the swiftly .running current contin- 
ually added to it until it reached its pres- 
ent gigantic proportions. 


Below here the Chippewa is falling. 


There is no flood at Eau Claire, but this 
fact is causing the people at that place 
much uneasiness, as it indicates that the 
Water is being piled up as by a^dam above 
tkem. The ice pack at Badger 'Mills, half 
'"•way" between 'SaV Claire andrChippewa 
Falls, is growing in extent, and everything 
seems to indicate that the river is choking 
up. t 
It is not believed that anything serious 


can happen under the present conditions 
for at least a- day or two. Everyone has 
been sufficiently warned, and is in readi- 
ness to fly the moment the crash comes. 


The business portion of Chippewa is 


abandoned, and the flood may sweep away 
many of the buildings without damaging 
scarcely a dollar's worth of merchandise 
and other valuable goods that were stored 
there until yesterday. The contents of 
the buildings have been stored in unoc- 
cupied structures In remote portions of 
the city, where the flood cannot reach un- 
less the entire city la overwhelmed and 
swept away. 
The postoffice is under three feet of 


water, and Postmaster McCalm has moved 
theofflce seven blocks from its old location. 
Ten stores on the south side of Spring 
street are inundated. The offices of The 
Herald and The Independent, newspapers, 
are flooded, and the papers are being is- 
sued from other buildings. 


At the Flambeau farm, fifteen miles 


above this-city, another ice gorge has 
formed. The river has overflowed its banks 
and inundated the country twenty miles 
either side. Domestic animals have per- 
ished by the score. Farms and farmhouses 
are flooded, and the losses will reach into 
the hundreds of thousands. It is safe to 
estimate that at least 8,000 horses, cows 
and hogs have met death in the flood. 


The most stubborn resistance offered by 


the obstruction is in that portion of the 
river between the wagon bridge and the 
central railroad bridge, about half a mile 
in length. Yesterday Mayor Lindley or- 
dered an explosion of 500 pounds of dy- 
namite, but after 300 pounds had been ex- 
ploded the experiment was abandoned as 
a failure. Railroad officials who viewed 
the gorge state that there is not sufficient 
dynamite obtainable to blast a channel 
through the ice. 


A dispatch from Dnrand, Wis., says: 


The ice gorge which begun at West 
Newton,on the Mississippi, and gradually 
extended np the Chippewa BHday, has 
reached Bound Hill, three miles below 
this city. The nearness of the gorge has 
forced the wnter at thin point higher than 
at any time during the flood, although the 
river is slightly falling. 
The eighteen 


miles of the Chippewa below Bound Hill 
is one field of packed ice, and the bottom 
land* over which the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St Pool railway track runs is com- 
pletely svbmergod- 


At Bound Hill the river is flanked by 


bluffs, which make a gorge very danger- 
ous to the city, although the wide bottom 
on the west side, making the river over a 
mile wide At this point, causes the water 
to rise slowly. As far as known no lives 
have been lost, but these living on the 
Chippewa bovtoms have been rescued with 
difficulty. Several families on the Buf- 
falo county side were driven from their 
homes he 2 o'clock Sunday mornin« by 
the forming of a gorge at Plum Island. 
Scantily dressed, they waded through the 
toe and water to a high point on the rail- 
road tmck, from which point they were 
cmcned by a relief train from this place. 
S«ver*Aof tha party were badly frozen.

It formed around their homes. Stocks 
of all kinds have perished, and buildings 
have been greatly damaged. 
Breaklac Through Drifts with Dynamlt*. 


FARGO, N. D., Dec. 1.—Fuller reports of 
the late storm show It to have been far 
more serious than was at first anticipated. 
With two rotary engines working out of 
Fargo.on the Northern Pacific, since Sat- 
urday morning, No. 4^ snowed in five 
miles east of Valley City, was just reached 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. Only 
half a mile was cleared Sunday. Drifts 
in the cuts are six to fourteen feet deep 
and frozen like ice, mixed with sand. Dy- 
namite is used to loosen it up. The south-

A Spanish guer- 
illa captain named Colseabo is accused of 
murdering over a hundred persons in the 
valleys, a hundred miles south of Mariel, 
during the latter part of November. In 
one instance he is accused of confining a 
number of women and girls in a church, 
and after they had been repeatedly abused 
and maltreated by his men burned the 
building, with them in it. Many other 
outrages, all as horrible, are charged to 
him and his company. 


Besignation or Judge Hare. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—The resignation 


of J. L Clark Hare, president judge of 
common pleas court No. 2, has "been placed 
In the hands of the,state- authorities at 
Harrisburg, to become effective immedi- 
ately. For nearly a year it has been hinted 
that Judge Hare contemplated such a 
step, as it was known that he was desirous 
of devoting the remainder of his life to the 
literature of the legal profession. Judge 
Hare has not occupied the bench in any of 
the civil courts for soma time, but be has 
done his share in disposing of case* which 
came before the quarter sessions.

It Is Causing Immense Destruc­ 
tion of Property, 


CniprKWA F a l l s , Wis., Dec. 2.—Yes­ 
terday was a day of excitement and 
anxiety, and inhabitants of this littlo vil­ 
lage are in a state bordering on panic. Tho 
worst of tho situation is tho knowledge of 
tho impending danger, and that they are 
utterly helpless to stay or avert It 
Those 
whose houses have been flooded have re­ 
moved their household goods and belong­ 
ings to higher ground, and are huddled 
together in the schoolhouse and other va­ 
cant buildings out of tho path of the tor­ 
rent that is sweeping down several of the 
main streets. 


All hope of breaking the gorge, and 
thus allowing the pent up waters to grad­ 
ually subside, is now abandoned. Efforts 
yesterday were dirooted towards removing 
household goods and merchandise out of 
the reach of tho flood. All teams in tho 
city have been engaged in this work. 
Every resident and business firm on River 
street has moved out, Tho Chippewa 
Lumber and Boom company’s mill and 
yards are under water, and all hope has 
been given up of saving the entire busi­ 
ness portion of the place from being sub­ 
merged. 


It was reported yesterday that another 
gorge was forming thirty miles above 
here, and this greatly added to the alarm, 
as in case it should break nothing could 
save the city from being swept away. 


Reports of a very serious nature oaine 
from down the river. Tho country ovory- 
wliere Is flooded. The gorge continues to 
grow in extent. It is now over five miles 
long, and. in many places thirty to fifty 
foot high. It completely dams the river, 
and this is what is causing the rapid rise. 
The hoavy rains of last week were fol­ 
lowed by a sudden freeze, which quickly 
massed the floating ice in the Chippewa, 
and the swiftly running current contin­ 
ually added to it until it reached its pres­ 
ent gigantic proportions. 


Below here the Chippewa is falling. 
There is no flood at Eau Claire, but this 
fact is causing the people at that place 
much uneasiness, as it indicates that tho 
water is being piled up as by a dam above 
them« . Tho ice pack a t Badger'Mi 11s, half 
*way between Eau Claire and Chippewa 
Falls, is growing In extont, and everything 
seems to indicate that tho river is choking 
up. 
v 


It is not believed that anything serious 
can happen undor the present conditions 
for at least a- day or two. Everyone has 
been sufficiently warned, and is in readi­ 
ness to fly tho moment the crash oomes. 


The business portion of Chippewa is 
abandoned, and tho flood may »weep away 
many of the buildings without damaging 
scarcely a dollar’s worth of merchandise 
and other valuable goods that were stored 
there until yesterday. 
The contents of 
tho buildings have been, stored in unoc­ 
cupied structures in remote portions of 
the city, where the flood cannot reach un­ 
less the entire city i# overwhelmed and 
swept away. 


The postoffloe is undor three feet of 
water, and Postmaster McCalm has moved 
tho office seven blocks from its old location. 
Ten stores on the south side of Spring 
stroet are inundated. The offices of The 
Herald and The Independent, newspapers, 
are floodod, and the papers are being is* 
sued from other buildings. 


A t the Flambeau farm, fifteen miles 
above this • city, another ice gorge has 
formed. Tho river has overflowed its banks 
and inundated the country twenty miles 
either side. Domestic animals have per­ 
ished by tho score. Farms and farmhouses 
are flooded, and tho losses will reach into 
the hundreds of thousands. It is safo to 
estimate that at least 8,000 horses, cows 
and hogs have met death in the flood. 


The most stubborn resistance offered by 
tho obstruction is in that portion of tho 
river between tho wagon bridge and tho 
central railroad bridge, about half a mile 
in length. Yesterday Mayor Lindley or­ 
dered an explosion of 500 pounds of dy­ 
namite, but after 800 pounds had boon ex­ 
ploded the experiment was abandoned as 
a failure. Railroad officials who viewed 
tho gorge state that there is not sufficient 
dynamite obtainable to blast a channel 
through the ica 


A dispatch from Durand, Wis,, says: 
The ice gorge which begun at West 
Newton, on the Mississippi, and gradually 
extended up the Chippewa Friday, has 
reached Round Hill, three miles below 
this city. The nearness of the gorge has 
forced the water at this point higher than 
at any time during the flood, although the 
river is slightly falling. 
The eighteen 
miles of the Chippewa below Round Hill 
is ono field of packed ice, and the bottom 
lands over which the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway track runs is com- 
XJietely submerged. 


A t Round Hill the river is flanked by 
bluffs, which make a gorge very danger­ 
ous to tho city, although the wide bottom 
on the west side, making the river over a 
mile wide at this point, causes the water 
to rise slowly. As far as known no lives 
have been lost, but those living on tho 
Chippewa bottoms have been rescued with 
difficulty, ¿several iamilies on the Buf­ 
falo county side were driven from their 
homes he 2 o'clock Sunday morning by 
$he for/ping of a gorge at Plum Island. 
Scantily dressed, they waded through the 
ieb and water to a high point on the rail­ 
road track, from which point they were 
rescued by a relief train from this place. 
Several, of the party were badly frozen. 
OiiAU'Jiiav« escaped on the ice pack,* after

F a r g o , N. D., Dec. 1.—Fuller reports of 
'the late Btorm show it to have been far 
more serious than was at first anticipated. 
W ith two rotary engines working out of 
Fargo,on tho Northorn Pacific, 6lnce Sat­ 
urday morning, No. 4, snowed in five 
milos oast of Valley City, was just reached 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. Only 
half a mile was cleared Sunday. Drifts 
in tho outs are six to fourteen feet deep 
and frozen like ice, mixed with sand. Dy­ 
namite is used to loosen it up.

WEYLER’S DESTRUCTIVE MARCH. 


The Spanish A rm y Destroying E verything 
B efore It—Brutal Spanish Guerillas« 
Wry W kst, Fla., Doc. 2.— Weyler1* 
threat that he would starve Macoo out 
seems likely to be carried out, as from all 
reports from Mari el, near where Weyler 
now is, the work of destruction is being 
carried out fully. 
The Spanish army 
sweeps everything before it, killing beeves 
that it cannot use,burning cane fields and 
small stores, with their provisions, and 
leaving a wide waste of ruin and desola­ 
tion in its wake. People vainly implore 
Woyler to leave them provisions to keep 
them alive, but his brutal officers refuse 
with oaths and insulting words, if not 
worse. 


Over 300 refugees have come into Mariel 
since Weyler went out this last time, all 
giving the same story of rapine, plunder 
and murder of Cubans. A Spanish guer­ 
illa captain named Colseabo Is accused of 
murdering over a hundred persons in the 
valleys, a hundred miles south of Marlel, 
during the latter part of November. In 
one instance ho is accused of confining a 
. number of women and girls In a church, 
and after they had been repeatedly abused 
and maltreated by his men burned the 
building, with them in it. Many other 
outrages, all as horrible, are charged to 
him and his company. 


R esignation of Ju d g e Hare* 


P h il a d e lp h ia , Dec. 2.—The resignation 
of J. I. Clark Hare, president judge of 
common pleas court No. 2, has been placed 
in the hands of the state authorities at 
Harrisburg, to become effective immedi­ 
ately. For nearly a year it has been hinted 
that Judge Hare contemplated such a 
■tep, as it was known that he was desirous 
of devoting the remainder of his life to the 
literature of the legal profession. Judgo 
Hare has not occupied the bonch In any of 
the civil courts for some time, but ho has 
dono his share in disposing of cases which 
came before the quarter sessions. On sev­ 
eral occasions he has been away on leave, 
as his health has been poorly for noarly 
five years. His resignation will necessi­ 
tate another appointment by Governor 
Hastings. Judgo Hare is 79 years-old. 


M assachusetts M unicipal E lections. 


B o sto n , Dee. 2.—Eleven cities of the 
commonwealth held municipal elections 
yesterday,and in many of them the mayor­ 
alty contests were close. The A. P. A. 
cut but little figuro in any of tho cities, 
while only five of the eleven municipal­ 
ities elected a straight Republican candi­ 
date, notwithstanding that every one gave 
MoKinley and Wolcott a plurality less 
than a month ago. A t W oburn J ohn P. 
Foeney, the Democratic candidate, de­ 
feated his Republican opponent by seven 
votes. Feeney is only 24 years old, and is 
said to bo tho youngest mayor ever elected 
in the state. There was no change in the 
license vote, six of tho cities voting for 
license and five against the sale of intoxi­ 
cating liquors. 


B ishop B onacum Beaten* 


D u b u q u e , la., Doc. 2.—The final decis­ 
ion in the case of Bishop Bonacum and 
his priests, Fathors Murphy and Fitz­ 
gerald, wag rendered last night. 
The 
priests are sustained at every material 
point. The case attracted much attention 
in church circles and has been before the 
public since April, 1895, when Bishop 
Bonacum, of the Nebraska Catholio dio­ 
cese, attempted to discipline Fathers Fitz­ 
gerald and Murphy for alleged infraction 
of rules. The decision restores Fathers Fitz- 
erald and Murphy to priesthood,gives them 
the parishes held before their expulsion by 
Bonacum, and prohibits the bishop from 
causing them further trouble on account 
of their relationship to both parties.

The horse 
will chew oats and straw together more 
thoroughly than he will the oat grain 
alone, and the grain may be given in 
larger quantities than would be safe 
if eaten by itself. 
Oat straw is mainly 


carbonaceous,butit is commonly much 
less hard than the straw of wheat, rye 
or barley and is better for feecUug to 
stock. 


IMPORTANCE OF CLEANLINESS. 


Before plants are brought to their 


winters quarters, great care should be 
taken to have them free from parasitic 
insects, as these multiply so rapidly in 
the house that they will seriously in- 
jure the health of the plant, if not kill 
it altogether. Aphides aud tbrips may 
be dislodged with an application of in- 
sect powder, bnfc when the plants are 
infested with red spider, a thorough 
washing with sponge and soap ends is 
necessary. 
After this the plant should 


be washed with clean water.— 
England Homestead.

and protect their chickens well. 1 
never had one taken by vermin or birds 
of prey which abound in the grounds 
round because of the proximity of a

they know each other, several may be 
allowed to run together without dan- 
ger of fighting.

derly as their own. I often saw tur- 
keys whose chicks had been joined to 
others, adopt large chickens more than 
two months old, which had been for- 
saken by the hen. Training tnrkeys 
to force them to sit does not take away 
their laying qualities when they are 
properly managed. Therefore, allow 
them to lay their batch of eggs after 
they have , brooJed and raised your 
early chickens. They wiil ask to sit 
immediately after they have fin- 
ished laying; yon may let them, and 
have no fear of over working.—Tlis 
Silver Knight.

'CSffPS 
THAT FATTEN THE SOUi. 


Some of the recent investigations in 


vegetable agriculture are of extreme 
importance to agriculture. 
I have 


before referred to the growing knowl- 
edge of plants that do not rob the 
soil. 
I* is a fact that some growths 


actually f nrich the scil. 
Corn and 


wheat and tobacco deplete it of euch 
constituents as are not easy to be had; 
but, on the other hand, leguminous 
plants and clovers make it more fer- 
tile. Professor Paul Wagner, at one 
of the German Research Statione, puts 
plants in two classes. In the first are 
wheat} rye, oats, barley, potatoes, tur- 
nips, tobacco, vines, chicory, buck- 
wheat, 
mustard, 
cabbages—all of 


which soon use up nitrogenous mater- 
ial and cannot help themselves to more 
from the air. 
On the other hand he 


"shows that there is a class that does 
not depend on the nitrogen in the soil, 
bat help themselves from the air 
freely. 
In this class he places peas, 


vetches, beans, lentils, clovers. These 
aseimulate nitrogen from the air; and 
the more the roots and stnbble become 
incorporated with the soil the richer 
it is in nitrogen for other .plants. 
As 


nitrogen is nn expensive manure to 
purchase, this discovery is oi vast im- 
portance. 
If you wish to restore 


wheat and corn land sow psas or clover 
or plant beans for a few years. —New 
Tork Independent . 


good cultivation each plant should 
produce lour quarts of fruit, which 
will sell in most markets at ten 
cents or more a quart. Under proper 
conditions very few fruits are more 
profitable. 
They need a deep, well 


cultivated soil, with plenty of mois- 
ture. 


The best methods of preventing the 


evils which are inseparable from ex- 
cessive or injurious pruning is to com,' 
mence when the trees are young, and 
by rubbing off buds and cutting back 
small twigs constantly keep the form 
and growth under control. Thsre 
will thus be check to neither the vigor 
nor the fruitlulness of the tiee. 


ESLIEVIXG CHOKED CATTLE. 


Choking in cattle is usually caused 


by bwallowing a potato, apple, piece 
of turnip or carrot, or apiece of corn- 
cob. 
No matter what part of the gul- 


let it is lodged in, it causes great dis- 
tress. The animal coughs, saliva runs 
from the mouth, eyes bulge out, back 
is arched and bloating ?lso takes place. 
If it is in the upper part of the gullet, 
the animal soon dies from suffocation. 
If it is in the mi Idle or lowsr part, 
the animal may live for several days. 
If it is in the upper part of the gullet, 
give a little oil and then rub the hand 
up and down the throat to scatter the 
accumulation. It may be necessary to 
give a little oil several times, and con- 
tinue the rubbing, as it may take some 
time to overcome the choking. 
In 


case no oil is at hand, a similar at- 
tempt may be made by pouring down 
some water. 


If the obstruction cannot be forced 


up or down by oiling and rubbing the 
gullet, use a probang, which is made 
of spiral wire covered with leather, 
and which will bend with the neck. 
There is also a gag to put in tho 
mouth, with a hole in the centre 
through which the probang passes. Oil 
the probang and let one man take hold 
of the animal's horna or ears, whilo 
another passes the probang through a 
hole in the gag and bick into the gul- 
let. Press gently until the object is 
felt, then by steady pressure it will 
pass into the stomach. Too much force 
should not be used in case of ruptur- 
ing the gullet. No unyielding article 
should b(3 pressed down the gullet, as 
It is almost sure to rupture it. 
If a 


probang is not convenient, take a 
piece oi rope about three-quarters to 
one inch in diameter, frizz out a little 
of ths end, SZK! tie a piece of string 
around it to form a soft knot, grease 
this well and it will supply the place of 
a probang.

The isolation of the isl- 
and is almost complete.

dale, wliere the'carding was done by 
power cards. 
in 1798 the Block Isl- 


anders began to send wool to the mill 
to ba carded into rolls, and generation 
after generation have kept up the 
practice. 
Formerly many bags of 


^rain accompanied the wool, and grist 
and woolen mills were kept running 
day and night, while the fishermen 
and farmers enjoyed themselves in the 
;uiet Connecticut village until the 
rorlc was done.—New York Herald.

FEHD'tNG OATS IN THE STRAW. 


If oate aro not ground* they may bo 
profitably fed in tko straw. The horse 
will chow oats and straw together more 
thoroughly than he will tho oat grain 
alone, and the grain may be given in 
larger quantities than would be safe 
if eaten by itself. 
Oat straw is mainly 
carbonaccoue,butit is commonly much 
less hard than tho straw of wheat, rye 
or barley and is belter for feeding to 
stock. 


IMPORTANCE OF CLEANLINESS. 


Before plants are brought to their 
winters quarters, great care should be 
taken to have them free from parasitic 
insects, as these multiply so rapidly in 
the house that they will seriously in­ 
jure the health of tho plant, if not kill 
it altogether. Aphides and thrips may 
bo dislodged with an application of in­ 
sect powder, but when the x^l^nts are 
infested with red spider, a thorough 
washing with sponge and soap suds is 
necessary. 
After this the plant should 
be Washed with clean water.—JSevv 
England Homestead. 


good cultivation each plant should 
produce four quarts of fruit, which 
will sell in most 
markets at ten 
cents or more a quart. 
Under proper 
conditions very few fruits are more 
profitable. 
They neod a deep, well 
cultivated soil, with plenty of mois­ 
ture. 


The best methods of preventing tho 
evils which aro inseparable from ex­ 
cessive or injurious pruning is to com­ 
mence when the trees are young, and 
by rubbing off buds and cutting back 
small twigs constantly keep the form 
and growth under control. 
Thare 
will thus be check to neither the vigor 
nor the fruitlulness of the tree. 


TURKEY HENS AS HOTIiERJ. 


Tuikeys are very attentive mothers, 
and protect their chickens well. 
I 
never had one taken by vermin or birds 
of x^rey which abound in the grounds 
round because of the proximity of a 
forest, although my turkeys with their 
young ones,are free to run where they 
Like,, and go sometimes three or four 
hundred yards from the house. 
If 
they know each other, several may be 
allowed to run together without dan­ 
ger of fighting. 
These goodies will 
accept any change or addition of chic­ 
kens, and brood the newcomers as ten­ 
derly as their own. 
1 often saw tur­ 
keys whose chicks had been joined to 
others, adopt large chickens more than 
two months old, which had been for­ 
saken by tho hen. 
Training turkeys 
to force them to sit does not take away 
their laying qualities when they are 
properly managed.« Therefore, allow 
them to lay their batch of eggs after 
' they have. brooded aud raised your 
early chickens. 
They will ask to sit 
immediately 
after they

; ished laying; you mfiy let them, and 
have no fear of over working.—The 
Silver Knight.

•CI\OPS THAT FATTEN“ THE SOIL. 


Some of the recent investigations in 
vegetable agriculture are of extreme 
importance to agriculture. 
I have 
before referred to the growing knowl­ 
edge of plants that do not rob the 
Boil. 
It is a fact that some growths 
actually ^nrich the scil. 
Corn and 
wheat and tobacco deplete it of such 
constituents as are not easy to be had ; 
but, on the other hand, leguminous 
plants and clovers make it more fer­ 
tile. 
Professor Paul Wagner, at one 
of tho German Research Slatione, puts 
plants in two classes. 
In the first are 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, potatoes, tur­ 
nips, tobacco, vines, chicory, buck­ 
wheat, 
mustard, 
cabbages—all 
of 
which soon use up nitrogenous mater­ 
ial and cannot help themselves to more 
from tho air. 
On the other hand ho 
shows that there is a class that does 
not depend on the nitrogen in the soil, 
but help themselves from the air 
freely. ’ In this class he placer* peas, 
vetches, beans, lentils, clovers. These 
aseimulate nitrogen from the air; and 
the more the*roots and stubble become 
inporporated with the soil the richer 
it is in nitrogen for other .plants. 
As 
nitrogen is an expensive manure to 
purchase, this discovery iff oi vast im­ 
portance. 
if you wish to restore 
wheat and corn land sow peas or clover 
or plant beans for a few years.—New 
York Independent.

BELIEVING CHOKED CATTLE. 


Choking in cattle is usually caused 
by swallowing a potato, apple, pieco 
of turnip or carrot, or apiece of corn­ 
cob. 
No matter what part of tho gul­ 
let it is lodged in, it causes great dis­ 
tress. 
Tho animal coughs, saliva runs 
from the mouth, eyes bulge out, back 
is arched and bloating plso takes place. 
It! it is in tho upper part of the gullet, 
the animal soon dies from suffocation. 
If it is in the mi Idle or lowsr part, 
the animal may live for several days. 
If it is in tho upper part of the gullet, 
give a little oil and then rub tho hand 
up and down the throat to scatter tho 
a» 


accumulation. It may be necessary to 
give a little oil several times, and con­ 
tinue the rubbing, as it may take some 
time to overcome the choking. 
In 
caso no oil is at hand, a similar at­ 
tempt may be made by pouring down 
some water. 


If the obstruction cannot be forced 
up or down by oiling and rubbing tho 
gullet, use a probang, which is made 
of spiral wire covered with leather, 
and which will bend with the neck. 
There is also a gag to put in tho 
mouth, with a hole in the centre 
through which the probang x^asses. Oil 
tho probang and let one man take hold 
of the animal’s horns or ears, whilo 
another passes the probang through a 
hole in the gag and biok into the gul­ 
let. 
Press gently until tho object is 
felt, then by steady pressure it will 
pass into the stomach. Too much force 
should not ho used in case of ruptur­ 
ing the gullet. 
No unyielding article 
should b3 pressed down the gullet, as 
it is almost sure to rupture it. 
If a 
probang is not convenient, take a 
picce ot rope about three-quarters to 
one inch in diameter, frizz out a little 
of the end, and tie a piece of string 
around it to form a soft knot, grease 
this well and it will supx)ly the place of 
a probang. 


In cases where an animal cannot bo 
relieved by this treatment, cut down 
on the gullet with the knife, making an 
incision and removing the material. 
Clean the wound and bring tho edges 
of tho gullet together firmly with silk 
thread or catgut, letting tho edges 
hang out of the external wound, bring 
the edges of tho skin together, put a 
bandage around and keep it wet with 
cold water for twenty-four hours, and 
it will usually heal. 
Give the animal 
soft food for some days, or if a pro- 
bang was used and the gullet not cut, 
give soft food two or three days.— 
American Agriculturist.

Any sort of a warm, dry place where 
a lot of litter may be scattered, and 
the feed thrown among it, will go far 
toward making your fowls profitable. 


If there is a lot of old wire screen, 
or an old screen door or window, 
kicking about the place, in eveiybody’s 
way anc) hard to get rid of, just take 
it to the hen house and line your feed 
box, or tapk it around tho bottom on 
the outside. 
Tho look of chagrin that 
comes over the face of a mouse when 
it first tries to gnaw through it would 
make a Supreme Court judge smile. 


If you are keeping a heavy variety 
of fowls, you should remember to have 
the perches near the floor. 
A lighter 
breed will fly on and off a perch sev­ 
eral feat high, while the heavy fowls 
find it difficult, aud it is really dan­ 
gerous to make them do so, as they 
injure their feet and legs and are al­ 
most sure to get lame. 
A perch one 
foot from the ground is high enough 
for them, and a gently inclined run­

— Dr. Spalding was a newspaper man

Scientists are startled when they j 


find a new fish weighing twenty j 
pounds.

banks some

Captain Jacobson caught a strange and 
uncommonly beautiful fish in eighty- 
five fathoms of water. The fish is 
tweuty-six aid a half inches long, 
seventeen inches deep and about four 
inches thick. It weighs twenty ponnds, 
and in high coloring surpasses nearly 
every other fish of the ocean. The 
top of the head is a brick red, the back 
is a metallic blue, shading to an 
aluminum color on the under eide.

HEATING PLANT WINDOWS. 


On cold nights people (^ "\ving win- 


dows full of plants get apprehensive. 
They get out an oil stove and let it 
burn all night in the room where the 
plants are kept. It gives no smoke or 
smell and they fancy it does DO harm. 
Flame, even if clear and without 
smoke, must give out productions of 
combustion, and these are fatal to 
plants. What then shall we do? Have 
a tall chimney to your oil stove. Not 
a little glass thing, but a sheet iron 
chimney six. feet high, or as high as 
the top of the room" and connect it 
with the chimney or let it go through 
the roof of the bay window. Such a 
sheet iron chimney will radiate a great 
deal of heat so that the products of 
combustion will escape almost cold. 
This is the theory of all the oil heat- 
ing stoves — a large heating surface 
above the flame. But the important 
point is, that such stoves should have 
i connection with the outer air, or 
with the house chimney. —New Eng- 
land Homestead.

Many housewives discard the liver, 


iieart, etc., as unfit for use. These 
parts can be made into very palatable 
lishes, and in fact are often relished 
more than the meat itself. 


Eoast Tongue—Soak the tongue for 


two hours in salt water. Drain and 
boil slowly for two hours, remove the 
skin, roast in the oven one hour, bast- 
ing often with butter. 


Stewed Liver—One pound of liver 


cut into two-inch, cubes. Place the 
pieces in a trrauite stewpan, add 
enough water to keep the liver from 
burning; cover tightly and stew gently 
an hour and a half. Add more water 
if necessary and stir occasionally. Add 
a tablespoonful of butter and salt and 
pepper to taste. Hub smooth in a lit- 
tle cold water one tablespoonfnl of 
flour; add this to the broth of the 
liver, and when thick as cream serve 
on a hot platter. 


Sweetbreads and Eggs on Toast— 


Boil a pair of sweetbreads tbree-quar- 
ters of an hour, drain and cool them. 
Remove all skin and sinews and cut the 
sweetbreads into neat square pieces. 
Put them in a frying pan with a little 
olive oil or butter, and when hot break 
over them three eggs. Mix the eggs 
well with the sweetbreads. 
Sei^on 


with salt and pepper. Pour the mix- 
ture over a'few slices of toast arranged 
on a hot platter. 


Stewed Heart—Wash and cut the I 


heart into slices, catting across the 
grain of the heart; put three table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a stewing kettie 
and when hot add the meat, stir con- 
stantly until the meat is well browned, 
then add enough hot water to nearly 
cover the meat, two slices of lemon 
and salt and pepper to taste.

NEW -OTENSIXiS. 


Bread roasters and broilers mado of 
fine wire and steel rods have nettings 
which prevent the blaze from reaohing 
and charring the goods. 
Strong glass 
has superseded tin for measuring and 
mixing utensils, 
and they are, of 
course, much easier to wash than tho 
old fashioned ones, besides being less 
likely to imjiart a metallic flavor to 
the goods. 
Flat irons havo nickel 
plated surfaces, which will not rust. 
Asbestos handles are part of all up-to- 
date cooking utensils and keep the 
hands from being scorched. 
Pails and 
even dishpans aro made of heavy 
papier i>ache. 


HEATING PLANT WINDOWS. 


On cold nights people £ w ing win* 
dows full of jdants get apprehensive. 
They get out an oil stove and let it 
burn all night in the room where the 
planfs are kept. 
It gives no smoke or 
smell and they fancy it does no harm. 
Flame, 
even if clear and without 
smoke, must give out productions of 
combustion, 
and these are fatal to 
plants. 
What tuen shall we do? Have 
a tall chimney to your oil stove. 
Not 
a little glass thing, but a sheet iron 
chimney six feet high, or as high as 
the top of the room* and connect it 
with tho chimney or let it go through 
the roof of the bay window. 
Such a 
sheet iron chimney will radiate a great 
I deal of heat so that the products of 
combustion will escape almost cold. 
This is tho theory of all tho oil heat­ 
ing stoves—a large heating surface 
above the flame. 
But the important 
point is, that such stoves should have 
& connection with the outer air, or 
writh the house chimney.—New Eng­ 
land Homestead. 


HOW TO COOK ASPARAGUS. 


Asparagus, tho queen of vegetables, 
is now as prized by the physicians for 
its curative virtue as by the epicure 
for its incomparable daintiness of 
flavor and melting tenderness. 
Have 
a shallow, preferably oblong, sauce­ 
pan, into which pour boiling water, 
adding a lump of coffee sugar, an egg- 
spoonful of butter and a tablespoonful 
of sea salt. 
Let the asparagus lie as 
low as possible and boil from twenty 
to twenty-two minutes. Take out witli 
tongs or a wire spoon and lay upon a 
hot wire strainer on the stove, then 
place it upon toast in the serving dish 
with appropriate sauces; appropriate, 
for many sauces are not at all allied 
to the asparagus. 
Asparagus should 
have no dressing of a distinct flavor 
except it be sauce Hollandaise or sauce 
coquette; because the result desired is 
to preserve the delicious flavor of the 
vegetable ovei and above all, and the 
sauce or dressing must be only a back­ 
ground to it, as would not be the case 
if any of the highly flavored sauces 
one see quoted as being proper to as­ 
paragus were served with it.--Dem - 
arest’s Magazine. 


BUTCHERING TIME DAINTIES. 


Many housewives discard the liver, 
heart, etc., as unfit for use. 
These 
parts can be made into very palatable 
dishes, and in fact are often relished 
more than the meat itself. 


Pvoast Tongue—Soak the tongue for 
two hours in salt water. 
Drain and 
boil slowly for two hours, remove the 
skin, roast in the oven one hour, bast­ 
ing often with butter. 


Stewed Liver—One pound of liver 
cut into two-inch cubes. 
Place the 
pieces in a crranite 
stewpau, add 
enough water to keep the liver from 
burning; cover tightly and stew gently 
an hour and a half. 
Add more water 
if neeessary and stir occasionally. Add 
a tablespoonful of batter and salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Rub smooth in a lit­ 
tle cold water one tablespoonful of 
flour; add this to the broth of the 
liver, and when thick as cream serve 
on a hot platter. 


Sweetbreads and Eggs on Toast— 
Boil a pair of sweetbreads three-quar­ 
ters of an hour, drain and cool them. 
.Remove all skin and sinews and cut the 
sweetbreads into neat square pieces. 
Put them in a frying pan with a little 
olive oil or butter, and when hot break 
over them three eggs. 
Mix the oggs 
well with the sweetbreads. 
Se^son 
with salt and ¡Depper. 
Pour tho mix­ 
ture over a[few slices of toast arranged 
on a hot platter. 


Stewed Heart—Wash and cut the 
heart into slices, cutting across the 
grain of the heart; put three table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a stewing kettle 
and when hot add the meat, stir con­ 
stantly until the meat is well browned, 
then add enough hot water to nearly 
cover the meat, two slices of lemon 
and salt and pepper to taste, 
Cover 
the kettle and cook gently for one 
hour, stirring occasionally and adding 
more water if needed; then remove 
tho meat from the gravy to a hot plat­ 
ter and thicken the gravy with a table­ 
spoonful of flour, pour over the meat" 
and serve, 


Kidneys and Tomatoes—Slice three 
or four nice tomatoes into a pan (or 
their equivalent of canned tonatoes) 
and let them cook ten minutes with a 
slice of iat bacon. 
Soak a veal kidney 
over night, in halted water. 
In the 
morning wash and clean it thoroughly, 
cut it in slices, dip in bread and egg 
crumbs and fry a light brown in hot 
fat. 
Arrange the slices an a hot dish 
and pour tho tomatoes in the center.— 
American Agriculturist.

It Is Oftusing Immense Destruc- 
tion of Property. 


CniprKWA FALLS, W S., Dec. 3.—Yes- 
terday 
WRS a day of oxcltomont and 
anxloty, and inhttbltants of this little vil- 
lage arc in a stiito bordering on panic. Tho 
worst of tlio situation ia the knowledge of 
tho irapendin» danger, and that tkey are 
ntterly helpless to stay or avert it. 
Those 
whose houses have been flooded have re- 
moved their household goods and belong- 
ings to higher ground, and are huddled 
together in the schoolhouse and other va- 
cant buildings out of the path of tho tor- 
rent that is sweeping down several of the 
main streets. 


All hope of breaking the gorge, and 
thus allowing the pent up waters to grad- 
ually subside, is now abandoned. Kfforts 
yesterday were directed towards removing 
household goods and merchandise out of 
tho reach of the flood. All teams in tho 
city have been engaged in this work. 
Every resident and business firm on River 
street has moved out, 
Tho 
Chippewa 
Lumber and Boom company's mill and 
yards are under water, and all hope has 
been given up of saving the entire busi- 
ness portion of the place from being sub- 
merged. 


It was reported yesterday that another 
gorge was forming thirty miles above 
here, and this greatly added to the alarm, 
as in case it should break nothing could 
save the city from being swept away. 


Reports of a very serious nature came 
from down the river. Tho country ovory- 
wliere is flooded. The gorge continues to 
grow in extent. It is now over five miles 
long, and in many places thirty to fifty 
foet high. It completely dams the river, 
and this is what is causing the rapid rise. 
Tho heavy rains of last week were fol- 
lowed by a sudden free;fiO, which quickly 
massed the floating ice in tho Chippewa, 
and the swiftly running current contin- 
ually added to it until It reached Its pres- 
ent gigantic proportions. 


Below here tho Chippewa is falling. 
There Is no flood at Eau Claire, but this 
fact is causing the people at that place 
much uneasiness, as it indicates that the 
water ia being piled up as by a dam above 
tkem, . The Ico pack at Badger'Mills, half 
•way between Bau Claire and Chippewa 
Falls, is growing in extent, and everything 
seems to indicate that tho river is choking 
up. 


It is not believed that anything »erious 
can happen under the present conditions 
for at least a- day or two. 
Everyone has 
• been sufllciently warned, and is in readi- 
ness to fly tho moment tho crash comes. 


Tho business portion of Chippewa is 
abandoned, and tho flood may swoep away 
many of the buildings without damaging 
scarcely a dollar's worth of merchandise 
and other valuable goods that were stored 
there until yesterday. 
The contents of 
tho buildings have been, stored in unoc- 
cupied structures in remote portions of 
the city, where the flood cannot reach un- 
less the entire city If overwhelmed and 
•wept away. 


The postoffloe is under three foet of 
water, and Postmaster McCalm has moved 
thooiflce seven blocks from its old location. 
Ten stores on the south side of Spring 
Btroet are inundated. 
The offices of Tho 
Herald and Tho Independent, newspapers, 
are flooded, and the papers are being is- 
sued from other buildings. 


At the Flambeau farm, fifteen miles 
above this-city, another ica gorge has 
formed. Tho river has overflowed its banks 
and inundated the country twenty miles 
either side. Domestic animals have per- 
ished by the score. Farms and farmhouses 
are flooded, and tho losses will reach into 
the hundreds of thousands. It is safo to 
estimate that at least 8,000 horses, cows 
and hogs have met death in the flood. 


The most stubborn resistance offorod by 
tho obstruction is in that portion of tho 
river between tho wagon bridge and tho 
central railroad bridge, about half a mile 
in length. Yesterday Mayor Llndley or- 
dered an explosion of 50U pounds of dy- 
namite, but after 800 pounds had been ex- 
ploded the experiment was abandoned as 
a failure. Railroad oiflclals who viewed 
tho gorge state that there Is not sufflclent 
dynamite obiulnablo to blast a channel 
through tho ice. 


A dispatch from Durand, Wis., says: 
The ice gorgo which begun at West 
Newton, on the Mississippi, and gradually 
extended up tlie Chipixjwa Friday, has 
reached Round Hill, three miles below 
this city. The nearness of the gorge has 
forced the water at this point higher than 
at any time during the flood, although the 
river Is slightly falling. 
The eighteen 
miles of the Chippewa below Round Hill 
is ono field of packed ice, and the bottom 
lands over which the Chicago, Milwaukee 
ixnd St. I'aul railway track runs is com- 
pletely BUbmorgod. 


At Round Hill the river is flanked by 
bluffs, which make a gorge very danger- 
ous to tho city, although the wide bottom 
on tho west side, making the river over a 
mile wide at this point, causes the water 
to rise slowly. As far as known no lives 
have be«n lowt, but tliose living on tho 
Chippewa bottoms have been resuued with 
difliculiy, tooveral iamlllea on the Buf- 
ittlo couuty BXdo were driven from their 
homes Uc 2 o*clock Sunday morning by 
jtha for/plng of a gorge at Plum Island. 
Scantily dressed, thoy winded through the 
and water to a high point on the rall- 
roftd tn^ck, from which point thoy wero 
rescued by a relief train from this place. 
Several of the party were badly frozen.

FARGO, N . D., DEA 1.—Fuller reports of 
the late storm show it to have been far 
more serious than was at first anticipated. 
With two rotary engines working out of 
Fargo,on the Northern Paoiilo, since Sat- 
urday morning, No. 4, snowed in five 
miles oast of Valley City, was just reached 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning.

If oats aro not grouud they may bo 
profitably fed in tho straw. The horse 
will chow oats and straw together more 
thoroughly than he will the oat grain 
nlone, and the gtain may be given in 
larger quantities than would be Bale 
if eaten by iteelf. 
Oat straw is mainly 
carbonaccouB.butit is commonly much 
lees hard than the straw of wheat, rye 
or barley and is belttr ior icecUuK to 
stock. 


IMPORTANCE OF OMANIjIN'ESS. 


Before plants are brouprht to their 
winters quarters, great care should be 
taken to have them free from parasitic 
insects, us these multiply so rapidly in 
the house that they will seriously in- 
lure the health of the plant, if not kill 
it altof^ether. Aphides and thrips may 


ffood cultivation each plant 
produce four quarts of fruit, which 
will sell in most 
markets at ten 
cents or more a quart. 
Under proper 
couditiona very few fruits are more 
profitable.

.'CnOPS THAT ITATTEN THE SOITJ. 


Some of the recent investigations in 
vegetable agriculture are of extreme 
importance to agriculture. 
I have 
before referred to the growing knowl- 
edo^e of plants that do not rob the 
soil. 
is ft fact that gome growths 
, actually ucurich the soil. 
Corn and 
wheat and tobacco deplete it of such 
, constituents as aro iint easy to be had ; 
but, on the other band, loijuminous 
plants and clovers make it more fer- 
tile. 
Professor Paul Wagner, at one 
of tho German Research Slations, puts 
plants in two classes. 
In the first are 
wheat, rve, oats, barley, potatoes, tur- 
nips, tobacco, vinee, chicory, buck- 
wheat, 
mustard, 
cabbages—all 
oi 
which soon use up nitrogenous mater- 
ial and cannot help themselves to more 
from tho air- 
On the other hand ho 
'shows that there is a class that does 
not depend on the nitrogen in the soil, 
but help themselves from the 
air 
freely. ' In this class he places peas, 
vetches, beans, lentils, clovers.^ These 
assimulate nitrogen from the air; and 
the more the-roots and stubble become 
incsorporated with the soil the richer 
it is in nitrogen for other .plants. 
As 
mtrogen is an expensive manure to 
purchase, this cliECOv'ery iff oi vast im- 
portAnce.

pan, into which pouv boiling water,

Take out witli 
tongs or a wire spoon and lay upon a 
hot wire strainer on the stove, then 
place it upon toast in the serving dish 
with appropriate sauces; appropriate, 
for many sauces are not at all allied 
to the asparagus. 
Asparagus should 
have no dressing of a distinct flavor 
except it be sauce Hollandaise or sauce 
coquette; because the result desired is 
to ¡^reserve the delicious flavor of the 
vegetable over and above all, and the 
sauce or dressing must be only a back- 
ground to it, as would not be the case 
if any of the highly 
flavored 
sauces 
one see quoted as being proper to as- 
paragus were served with

Fioast Tongue—Soak the tongue for 
two hours in salt water. 
Drain and 
boil slowly lor two hours, remove the 
skin, roast in the oven one hour, bast- 
ing often with butter. 


Stewed Liver—One pound of liver 
cut into two-inch cubes, 
Placo 
the 
pieces in 
a crranifce 
stewpau, 
add 
enough water to keep the liver from 
burning; cover tightly aud stew gently 
an hour and a half. 
Add more water 
if neeessary and stir occasionally. Add 
a tablespoonful of butter and salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Kub smooth in a lit- 
tle cold water one tablespoonful 
of 
flour; add this to the broth of the 
liver, and when thick as cream serve 
on a hot platter. 


Sweetbreads and Eggs on Toasb— 
Boil a pair of sweetbreads tbree-quar- 
ters of an hour, drain and cool them. 
Remove all skin and sinevrs and cut the 
sweetbreads into neat square pieces. 
Pat them in a frying pan with a little 
olive oil or buttcV, and when hot break 
over them three eggs. 
Mix the eggs 
well with the sweetbreads. 
Season 
with salt and pepper. 
Pour tho mix- 
ture over a]few slices of boast arranged 
on a hot platter. 


Stewed Heart—Wash and cut 
the 
heart into slices, cutting across 
the

and cook gently for one 
hour, stirring occaKionaliy and adding 
more water if needed; 
then remove 
tho meat from the gravy to a hot plat- 
ter and thicken the gravy with a table- 
spoonful of flour, pour over tho meat" 
aud serve, 


Kidneys and Tomatoes—Slice three 
or four nice tomatoes into a pan 
(or 
their equivalent of cannetl tomatoes) 
and let them cook ten minutes with a 
slice of lat bacon. 
Soak a veal kidney 
over night, in fcalted water.

morning wash and clean it thoroughly, 
cut it in slices, dip in bread and e^g 
crumbs and fry a light brown in hoi 
fut, 
Arrantio the slices in a hot dish
